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HE observations which we made on the relation of un. 
employment to the scale of charges for the professional 
services rendered by architects to their clients in a 
recent issue has provoked sufficient interest to make it 
desirable to return to the subject, some aspects of 

which we briefly touched upon. 

The basis of our argument was that some means should be 
found, in the interests of the profession, by which the employ- 
ment of properly qualified architects by the public could be 
encouraged and stimulated. And we suggested that it was at 
least possible that some amendment in the existing scale of 
architects’ charges as sanctioned by the R.I.B.A., designed to 
bring them into relation with the amount of work involved, 
might contribute towards this end. 


We do not suggest that the customary fees of six per cent. on 
the accepted estimate should be abandoned— in fact, we consider 
that for most of the work which falls to the lot of an architect in 
general practice this represents a somewhat meagre return for 
his professional services. And there is no doubt that any 
alteration in the customary scale fees charged for the genera] 
run of work would be a serious matter to a great number of 
able and fully qualified architects, more especially when it is 
remembered that the progressive reduction in building costs 
during the last ten or twelve years has automatically reduced 
fees which are calculated as a percentage on the amount of the 
contract. 

But we do suggest that it is necessary to dissipate in the mind 
of the prospective client (who may be assumed to have a fairly 
shrewd appreciation of values) any impression that there is no 
real relation between the scale fee and the work involved in 
scheming and supervising the erection of the particular type of 
building in which he is interested. It cannot be said that a 
fee of six per cent. on an ordinary country or town house, a 
hospital, an hotel, or the intricate problems presented by the 
modern municipal building, cinema, or theatre, is at all exces- 
sive or represents anything but a fair—sometimes very modest 
—return, for the skill, ingenuity, patience and time expended 
by the architect concerned. 

If this be so, it is evident that buildings of the factory type, 
consisting of simple standardised units and large voids, or others 
where the planning consists of the repetition of certain units, 
as in the case of flats, office buildings, etc., do not demand the 
same amount of time or labour from the architect, and it there- 
fore seems reasonable to suggest that, in the revised scale, 
his fees should be less in proportion to the total cost in such cases. 

But here we venture a suggestion which, although novel, 
may be worth consideration, because it supplies the answer to 
a real difficulty. It is that, in the revised scale, an architect 
should be entitled to a bonus (in addition to his “scale” fee) 
for any economies which he is able to make on the original con- 
tract, not only in actual cash, but in time, which (especially in 
commercial and office buildings) is often more valuable than any 
cash savings. 

We believe that if this principle—that fees should be based on 
the amount of work involved—were boldly accepted, it would 
result in an increased demand for the architect’s services in 
many directions where he is at present regarded as an expensive 
luxury, only to be made use of in schemes of some magnitude, or 
in cases of considerable difficulty. 

There is also the case, mentioned by a correspondent in our 
last issue, where an architect is approached by an old client 
who frankly tells him that he cannot afford scale fees, but

would like to give him a commission. Is the architect to re 
the commission if he has little other work, and moines his staff, 
because he feels that he is bound by the “scale” ? 
We think that in such a case, as there is no suggestion of 
under-cutting another member of the Institute, the architect 
would be justified in accepting a reduced fee. In such special

cases as this it would be difficult to make any “seale”’ fit the 
circumstances. The architect and his client should come to 
some agreement, with the tacit understanding that such 
arrangement does not debar the architect from. adhering to the 
scale fee in any further work for the same client later on. 


_ Some time ago a rough calculation was made of the propor- 
tion of buildings of all classes erected in the London area in one 
year for which qualified architects had been employed, as com- 
pared with the total number of buildings put up in the same 
period. It was found that out of every 1,000 buildings erected 
not more than 30 or 40 had been designed and supervised by 
a properly qualified architect. 

If this is so, it is evident that there is a large untapped re- 
servoir of potential employment which, for some reason or other, 
18 at present inaccessible to the architect. There are, no doubt, 
many reasons for this, but among them a lack of appreciation of 
the value of the architect’s services is probably the most general ; 
it is not sufficiently realised by the public that even on a small 
commission the competent architect can save money and produce 
a more efficient building than any man who has not this expert 
knowledge of design, materials and construction. 


For this condition of affairs we think the architects themselves 
have been partly to blame ; it is too often said that to employ 
an architect will not cost any more: a statement which may 
impress the client with the idea that something which costs 
nothing cannot have any value or, alternatively, that there is 
‘a catch in it somewhere.”’ It would surely be more accurate 
to admit frankly that an architect does expect to be adequately 
paid for his services, but that he can always save enough in 
time, money and worry fully to recompense his client in any 
work entrusted to him. 


Another factor which must be recognised is an idea which 
(although entirely erroneous) is fairly prevalent. It is that as 
the architect’s remuneration is calculated as a peregntage on the 
total cost of the building which he plans, he has noé particular 
interest in saving money and thereby reducing his fees. In 
pre-war days the men who used to build would hardly have 
considered such a suggestion worth one second’s consideration, 
but the turn of the wheel has put money into different hands, 
and architects are judged by a different standard. 


It must be admitted that an architect who is a master of his 
craft and has organising ability earns far more than the scale 
fee. Yet, as things stand, he is, under the existing scale, 
entitled only to the same remuneration as the youngster who 
has just started practice and who, no matter how brilliant his 
school record or academic distinctions, has yet to learn the 
lessons which only professional practice can impart. 


It is, of course, obvious that it would be impossible to meet 
this objection in the scale itself, but the system of a bonus 
seems to us to provide a logical and easily understood solution, 
which, moreover, would be acceptable to clients. 


There are, of course, other solutions, and amongst them is the 
practice which is not uncommon in commercial work, by which 
an architect quotes an “‘all in” figure to his client for land, the 
completed building, and his own and specialist's fees. By this 
means it is quite possible for the architect with sufficient ex- 
perience to obtain a good deal more than the ordinary scale fee. 
The objections are so obvious that it would be superfluous to 
enlarge upon them here: it is sufficient to say that it must 
require some skill to preserve that impartial attitude, which is 
one of the architect’s duties to his client, in such circumstances. 

To sum up the whole matter, it is clear that in most cases the 
scale fee of six per cent. on the amount of the contract cannot 
in justice be considered an excessive remuneration for the 
various services which an architect renders to his client under 
the conditions of his engagement. It is also evident that for 
certain works, where the client furnishes precise and detailed 
plans of at least a part of his requirements, or where the design 
consists of a repetition of certain units, the scale fee of six per 
cent. does not bear the same relation to the work performed by 
the architect as in the first-named case. 

If this disparity is not soon recognised there is a danger that, 
in a otha & short space of time, a valuable clientele may 
be lost to the architect in private practice, who will be sup- 
planted by building speculators, various kinds of craft firms, 
estate agents, or the salaried architectural staffs attached to 


commercial enterprises.

Memorial. nature, we must confess 
to disappointment with the 
Queen Alexandra Memorial, especially 
when one remembers the brilliant gifts 
of the sculptor. Queen Alexandra ap- 
peared before the public for many years 
as one of the most charming figures of our 
times and, judging from the photograph, 
which we reproduce on page 1040, it does 
seem that a great opportunity has been 
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missed. The elaborate metalwork which 
forms a background to the sculptured 
figures is not in itself of a quality to com- 
pel one’s admiration. The recessed screen 
is flanked by two heavy lamps, and the 
figures are crowned in the centre by out- 
standing canopies. The symbolic figures, 
it seems to us, are a poor substitute for 
such a gracious figure as Sir Alfred Gilbert 
could have given us as a memory of a 
much-loved queen. The whole effect of 
the memorial is one of elaborate display 
of rich detail, and this result is in 
striking contrast to Gilbert’s . splendid 
statue of Queen Victoria at Winchester.

The Ralph County Council (Mr. Angus

eight selected architects. Mr. Knott was 
only 29 years of age when his design was 
accepted. The memorial plaque is of 
bronze and was designed by Mr. (ilbert 
Bayes, V.-P.R.B.S., the cost being met out 
of funds raised by the Ralph Knott 
Memorial Committee. The plaque has 
been erected on the eastern pylon of the 
entrance to the County Hall from the 
members’ courtyard. 


Votume IX of the Wren 
The Wren Society, for this year, is 
Society’s dedicated to the President 
Volume. and Council of the R.I.B.A., 
and in memory of Professor 
Cockerell, R.A., the first Architect- 
President. A special copy, bound by the 
Oxford Press in Nigerian Sheepskin, 
with the R.I.B.A. arms in gold, was 
presented by the Editors of the Wren 
Society, Mr. Arthur T. Bolton, F.S.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., and Mr. H. Duncan Hendry, 
F.R.1.B.A., at the last meeting of the 
session held on Monday evening. The proof 
plates of this, and the following Volume 
X, for 1933, were hung on the walls. 
The two volumes form a complete record 
of the 54 churches of Sir Christopher, as 
they were between 1670 and 1718, the 
year of the great architect’s retirement 
from the post of Surveyor-General of 
H.M. Works. There are also included, 
however, his drawings for St. Mary’s, 
Warwick, six plates of which are given 
in Volume X. These, with the other 
drawings for Gothic towers, are very 
interesting as showing the remaining 
tradition of the earlier style in his day. 
Volume IX contains a complete reprint 
of Clayton’s Churches (1848) in 70 pages. 
This work, which is rarely to be obtained 
to-day, gives plans, sections and elevations 
of 46 of the 54 churches. The under- 
taking was inspired by Cockerell, who 
aided Clayton in its production. In 
Volume X there is a photographic sup- 
plement of 138 pictures of the churches 
and their fittings, all classified » for 
comparison, and they illustrate ir 
Christopher Wren’s extraordinary ver- 
satility. Designs apparently similar are 
seen to be really different. Some valuable 
schedules are given in the text showing 
the dates, costs and names of the trades- 
men, and their relative importance from 
the number and value of the work done 
by each. 


A point of great interest,

National Housing and Town Planning Council. 

A Regional Housing and Town Plannin: 
Conference of local authorities will be hel 
under the auspices of this Council at the 
County Hall, London, on June 30, under the 
chairmanship of Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd, 
F.R.LB.A., M.T.P.I., chairman of the 
National Housing and Town Planning Coun- 
cil. The subjects to be discussed will include 
the Housing Act, 1924; the Slum Problem and 
the Administration of the Housing Act, 1930; 
the Rural Housing Problem; val the provi- 
sions of the Town and Country Planning Bill 
now before Parliament. The delegates will be 
welcomed at 11 o’clock by Mr. H. R. Selley, 
M.P., chairman of the Housing Committee of 
the London County Council, and a large at- 
tendance is anticipated. 


i New Guildhall, Cambridge. 

e Cambridge Town Council discussed, on 
June 8, the rebuilding of the Guildhall. Coun- 
villor J. F. Cameron, the Master of Caius, 
presented the report of the committee and 
suggested that the present site on Market Hill 
should be converted into a shopping centre, 
retaining the large assembly hall or civic 
functions, and that a new Guildhall should be 
built on a site overlooking Parker’s Piece. 
The present building, he said, vould be 
enlarged at a cost of £90,000, or it could be 
converted inte a shopping centre and produce 
a revenue of £5,000 a year. The approximate 
cost of the alternative site, of erecting the 
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new Guildhall and transforming the old build- 
ings for commercial p , would be 
roughly £180,000, and whichever scheme was

mentary special libraries under the anted of 
the Faculties.”

£1,000,000.

Unemployment and Scale Fees. 

Sim,—Efficiency and real economy are joy 
essential than ever to-day. Much work & 
lost because im certain cases architects’ fees 
are too high. In a letter of July, 1931. | 
stated how in America 8,000 architects were 
asked to give their estimates of actual pro- 
duction costs of different types of buildings. 
It is quite evident that jobs of differen, 
character, although the same in amount ex 
pended, vary considerably in the cost 0: pro- 
duction, also provincial and country practice 
have very different overhead costs from those 
of London. I advocate that such an invest; 
— should be made in England. I myself 
eep a simple costing system and find ii in 
valuable. Now is the time for a well-orga- 
nised publicity campaign on the necessity for 
the competent architect’s services, but our 
— must be reasonable or much of its 
benefit would be lost.

Srm,—I have read with considerable interest 
the leading article on this subject in your 
issue of June 3. This appears to me to con. 
tain suggestions which might well go a long 
way towards mitigating the impression that 
architects are expensive luxuries and have a 
scale of fees which is out of date—which, 
moreover, is of little assistance in the many 
special cases which have arisen owing to 
specialised types of building which did not 
exist to any extent when the present scale 
was drawn up. 

I think if it could be shown (in the new 
scale which we hear mentioned at times) that 
there is an honest attempt on the part of the 
R.I.B.A, to meet the difficulties which have 
arisen owing to the need for economy, that we 
should then be rewarded by a much larger 
demand from the business man and the com- 
mercial world for the architect’s services. 

The objection to alteration in the scale is 
that it is now generally recognised in the 
Courts in claims for fees, etc., and it must be 
admitted that this is a strong point against 
any modification in the existing scale. Would 
it not be possible to meet this objection and 

et at the same time give the public a lead 
in the matter of increasing employment of 
properly qualified men, if a revised scale were 
sanctioned by the R.I.B.A. as a temporary 
measure until conditions improve? 

I think many will agree with me that to 
retain the existing scale without any en- 
deavour to meet the special—and, we trust, 
temporary—circumstances of depression will 
surely result in the increased employment of 
unqualified men, or the virtual abandonment 
of the scale by a large and not undistin- 
guished section of those who ere members of 
the R.1.B.A. “A Lonpon ARCHITECT. 


Municipal Housing. 

Sir,—aAs an architect and surveyor, it is my 
opinion that a really good design for such 
houses has not yet been produced, and the 
time would seem opportune for some public:

TOWN AND REGIONAL PLANNING IN THE 
NEIGHBOURHOOD OF MANCHESTER 


We take the following from a paper on this 
subject by Professor L. P. Abercrombie, 
MA., F.R.LB.A., which appears in the 
R.1.B.A. Conference handbook ;— 


Manchester forms the centre of what the 
late Sir ratrick Geddes called a Conurbation, 
that is to say, a constellation or group of 
towns encircling a central metropolis, Per- 
haps a planetary system with a sun would be 
a more exact analogy. Anyhow, Manchester 
with its group of surrounding towns forms 
almost exactly the ideal satellite arrangement 
of growth that has been advocated so much 
of recent years, though it is to be feared that 
no one would — all these satellites or 
even the central mass as coming up to ideal 
requirements of planning; nevertheless, many 
of the older towns such as Rochdale and Bol- 
ton contain fine features at their historic 
centres. On the other hand, the group of resi- 
dential satellites found towards the south in 
the direction of Cheshire and Derbyshire, 
such as Altrincham and Bowdon, Buxton. 
Alderley Edge, Wilmslow, Knutsford, and 
others—in spite of what a late Minister of 
Health has said—are extremely attractive 
places. 

There is a particular interest to a con- 
ference of architects in describing the steps 
that have been taken under modern town and 
regional planning powers to direct the future 
and improve the past of this group of towns; 
for it is unquestionable that the impetus 
towards a great scheme of combined town 
planning, including parts of Lancashire, 
Cheshire, Derbyshire and Yorkshire, was in 
the first instance due to the propagandist 
effort of the Civic Survey that was undertaken 
in this part of Lancashire under the exgis of 
the R.I.B.A. during the War. 

The Manchester group was directed in their 
work by Mr. Dunkerley, Mr, Isaac Taylor 
and Professor Abercrombie; and whereas in 
London the similar group embarked upon the 
laborious and minute collection of data of all 
sorts referring to land-user, commonly called 
a ‘Surface Utilisation Survey,” ‘it was 
decided in the Manchester area to concen- 
trate upon the regional problems of the inter- 
relation of towns. The most complete piece 
of work was a great Traffic Survey, which was 
carried through to completion, thanks to the 
help of officers of local authorities and the 
police force, who co-operated in obtaining 
traffic counts; a map was prepared, the first 
of its kind, for Lancashire, showing the in- 
tensity of traffic of various types upon all the 
main roads. This map and other surveys 
dealing with the numbers of people employed 
Mm various industries, etc., was made use of 
immediately after the war to stimulate local 
authorities into taking action on a more com- 
prehensive and definite basis. ‘The local 
branch of the Garden Cities Association was 
very active in this work, and eventually a 
committee was formed about the year 1921 
of 104 local authorities, under the genial! 
chairmanship of Alderman Thomas Turnbull.

A co-ordinating Central Committee still 
sits at Manchester with the object of dealing 
with problems of inter-regional importance 
Probably the biggest piece of constructive 
plannin which is being undertaken is one of 
even wider significence, namely, the new main 
road from Manchester to ‘Liverpool, but 
active planning during the process of schemes 
18 In operation throughout the whole of this 
region. Considering the complexity of the 
area, very good progress has been made: in 
seven of the groups the final stage of a draft 
town planning scheme has been entered upon. 
It is regrettable that no action has been taken 
as yet by the Derbyshire authorities to pre- 
pare a statutory scheme which will safeguard 
this particularly wmmportant area of beautiful 
country. 


Turning to some of the more detailed 
aspects of planning, it will be remembered that 
architects again led the way, in this case 
before the war, in the preparation of a fine 
plan of development which the Manchester 
Society of Architects made for a large part of 
the district of Withington—a plan, with 
perspectives, which was_ illustrated in the 
memorable volume of Transactions of the 
2.1.B.A. Conference, 1910. The tradition 
thus set up for dealing with a large tract of 
suburban land, something much greater tha) 
a housing scheme, has been followed more 
recently through the purchase by the Corpora- 
tion of Manchester of the greater part of the 


parishes of Northenden, Baguley, and 
Northern Etchells, commonly known as 


Wythenshawe, one of the great Cheshire 
estates. The purchase was preceded by the 
gift of the Wythenshawe Park and Hall, be 
longing to the Tatton family, by Sir Ernest 
Simon. This area, which owing to its being 
situated across the Mersey, had not been 
developed to any great extent, has given Man- 
chester the opportunity for the creation of a 
great municipal satellite community. The 
three parishes have been detached from 
Cheshire (not without some local _heart- 
burnings) and the estate is being laid out 
according to the designs of Mr. Barry Parker, 
F.R.I.B.A. It is too early as yet to grasp 
the full significance of an area under com- 
plete municipal ownership and developed from 
the designs of a great town planner, but one 
of the most interesting features, which _is 
already begun, will be the parkway whicn 
forms the principal connection with Man- 
chester in the north and the through con- 
nection with the south. 

It is interesting to note that the two park- 
ways that have been planned for this area 
have been done at the instance in each case 
of the land-owner, one being a county 
borough and the other the Earl of Stamford, 
the latter’s being a portion of the great by- 
pass skirting Altrincham, which will super- 
sede a considerable length of Watling-street. 

In addition to proposals for developments, 
the area of the Manchester Society of Archi- 
tects has not been backward in recommending 
places in the neighbourhood to be schednled as 
national or regional parks; and the Society 
is also keenly interested in the great project 
for a national park in the Lake District, the 
Westmorland and Lancashire portions of 
which fall within its provinces. A panel of 
architects for advice on the control of exten- 
sions has been set up jointly with the 
Northern Architectural Association. 

The Manchester Civic Advisory Com- 
mittee, founded in 1929, should be an 
important factor in all matters relating to 
civic improvements. It was formed under 
the wgis of the Royal Manchester Institution, 
and its executive committee, of which Dr. 
Percy Worthington is chairman, | includes 
members of the Corporation and nine archi- 
tectural members from the Manchester Society 
of Architects. The committee 1s prepared to 
help the Corporation, and others. when called 
upon, and useful work has already been done.

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MANCHESTER—AN IMPRESSION 


THE BUILDER. 


By PROFESSOR A. E. RICHARDSON, F.S.A. 


Fist impressions are almost invariably 
correct; whether of men or places they are 
lasting. At the risk of offending innumer- 
able friends in Lancashire, I will set down 
in black and white some recollections which 
extend over many years. As a schoolboy 
I remember with awe the departure of a 
relative by one of the night expresses from 
Euston to Manchester. e old gentleman, 
{all men over fifty are old to the young) had 
promised me the treat of seeing an off by 
sleeping car. He spoke ‘of the great city 
which & would reach the next morning, of its 
business, buildings and merchant princes. 
{t became my ambition to see the place for 
myself, and in the years ahead the wish was 
realised. Thirty years ago Manchester was 
very different from the city of to-day. Per- 
haps my first impressions were biased because 
my journey was from Edinburgh and not 
from London. At any rate, entering an 
industrial centre at six in the morning, fresh 
from the classic throne of Scotia, was suffi- 
cient contrast to engender misgiving. Yet on 
the whole there was no sense of » ibe int- 
ment. The sun was well-up; the buildings 
looked comfortably black and velvety. There 
was the music of factory sirens. The clatter 
of clogs and the picturesque figures in fustian 
and shawls to convey the spirit of Lancashire. 

Later on the city revealed its secrets. The 
buildings of academic character sorted them- 
selves into groups; the older houses of brick 
became eloquent of the stern restraint of in- 
cipient industry. The odd fragments of half- 
timbering, seemingly forgotten by the human 
tide, spoke of neighbouring Cheshire. There 
was an odd expression in the jumble of styles 
—semi-Greek, quasi-Italian, mezzo-Gothic, 
commingled with a strange Ruskin-like osten- 
tation sufficiently disturbing to be provoca- 
tive. But what was most impressive was 
the skyline. In one direction innumerable 
turrets, cupolas and chimney stacks, in 
another cornices and parapets, in yet another 
vast temples and Ss on isolated sites. 
But what imp me most was the scale 
of the huge warehouses of brick with the iron 
windows, forming so many prisons pent. 

The cg have receded since ng and 
many have been my subsequent visits to 
Manchester, sometimes by rail but more often 
by Watling-street; and it is no exaggeration 
to say that my affection has d Most 
Londoners think of Manchester in terms of 
cotton, hard work, hot-pot, Bakewell tarts, 
music, football, literature and the pleasant 
burr of dialect. Small boys of to-day have de- 


veloped the familiarity of contempt, for do 
neh snchor, “wases, run hourly, from Cock e 
to tonopolis? On the great roads the face 
of the countryside has os . . Manchester 
has thrown out her tentacles in all directions. 


The drab monotony of industrial i 
has crept to the green pastures, her villas 
are at thport, on the Welsh coast, and 


breasting the immortal hills of Derbyshire. 
g Sam labuntur anni. 

It is not my p to deplore, nor to 
forget, but to learn. Having from early years 
developed a passion for ie have 
included towns, buildings and bric-a-brac 
among the impedimenta of an architectural 
career. It is the privilege of maturity to 
come to an understanding of men and things, 
to tolerate and to appreciate the works of 
man. Manchester! The very name is in- 
spiring. There is magic in the sound. Laoco- 
motives hastening northwards gasp the name 
in stentorous tones. The steel bridges, 
spanning canals and backwaters, at the exits 
and entrances of the black city, seem to be 
part of the warp and the woof of local in- 
dustry; the roads appear to carry the spirit of 
the p forty miles in all directions. “Is it 

ssible,’’ inquires the intelligent foreigner 
sa Germany, Kamschatka, Avignon or 
Florence, ‘‘ that art exists in such an atmo- 
sphere?’ You must live in Manchester to 
understand the moods of the city. There are 
qualities that inspire, there are those delicious 
effects of light and shade. Early morning 
mists contrasted with smoky haze; days of 
brilliant sunshine when black velvet surfaces 
change to violet; days of ceaseless rain, when 
the streets emulate the canals; days when 
the interesting skyline is lost as the murk 
descends to the gutters. Small wonder that 
Manchester people have cultivated a liking 
for old oak, good fires, pleasant company, 
and tales of witches. 

The appeal the city makes is a wide one. 
The antiquary is concerned with the time 
when the Romans were in occupation. He 
speaks of Ina, King of Wessex, who is sup- 
posed to have made it his home in the 
seventh century. There is the Domesday 
reference and the charter granted in the 
fourteenth century to carry thought to the 
past. Camden wrote in the seventeenth cen- 
tury, ‘‘Perhaps, as an inland town, it has 
the best trade of any in these northern parts.’’ 
Manchester has its military story. t was 
besieged by the Royalists, occupied by the 
Scots, led by Prince Charles Edward, in 1745, 
when the Sneshavter regiment was raised to

defend the Stuarts, and later on was the 
scene of “‘ Peterloo.”’ It must, however, be 
conceded that Manchester is primarily a com- 
mercial centre, based on the cotton industry; 
and it is to the credit of the citizens that so 
much has been done to embellish the city 
with fine architecture. The latter remark 
may be challenged in these days of ‘ func- 
tionalism,’’ but the fact remains that few 
cities outside London can boast of similar 
civic magnificence. Manchester began to be 
modern more than a century ago. She founded 
a Chamber of Commerce in 1797, one of the 
oldest in the country. She was the first city 
to see the advantage of a canal system, and 
a close runner-up in the competition for the 
first railway in the kingdom. Is there not 
evidence of friendly rivalry with London in 
the adoption of street nomenclature, such as 
“* Piccadilly ’’ and Oxford-street. Market- 
street, Deansgate and Quay-street are pecu- 
liarly local. But how to write of the build- 
ings? It is easier to set forth, notebook in 
hand, with a reed pen and a bottle of rubbed 
ink to jot down linear impressions than to 
string words together. Easier by far to talk 
of the buildings as they present themselves 
during a morning’s walk than to undertake 
the penance of writing. Pen of a ready 
writer, forsooth! There is no such thing. The 
student of architecture who comes to Man- 
chester should be broadminded. He should 
have schooled himself to think in terms of 
Victorian propriety, and, above all, he should 
be prepared to view the local scenery with 
half-closed eyes. Then all will indeed be 


well. : 
By far the finest modern building in Man- 
chester is the Town Hall, built in 1877 by 


Alfred Waterhouse. The scale and the out- 
line of the parts recalls the ancient splen- 
dours of Beigium. Tho building has per- 
spective qualities which vary as the eg 
changes his vantage point. But always the 
great tower is dominant. Within eer 
the paintings by Ford Madox Brown. : 
Cathedral, Sipachories; has been the seat of 
a bishopric ‘since 1847, is nothing more 
than a large parish church. It is, however, 
a very fine example of the fifteenth mage 
with many additions, and not always Jud 
cious restorations.

In Portland-street the student of nineteent 
century art is impressed by the attemp*> at 
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Venetian Gothic, the lines of the buildings 
being equally balanced between the horizon- 
tal and the vertical. In Mosley-street is Sir 
Charles Barry’s Art Gallery, with its collec- 
tion of modern paintings. What a boon this 
collection has proved, and who can accuse the 
City Fathers of apathy in matters of art’ 
St. Ann’s-square represents a struggle be- 
tween the past and the present. The church 
is reminiscent of Wren. Oxford-street leads 
to the principal theatres, and that stronghold 
of Cobdenism, the Free Trade Hall, Edward 
Walter’s great work. Deansgate as a gallery 
of architecture is rather depressing, and so 
is St. Mary’s Gate. King-street aims at a 
compliment to Chester at one part; in another 
it is just provincial Victorian. Roving on 
to King-street the peripatetic wanderer finds 
relief in the mise-en-scene, where the medley 
is pronounced but of its sort. On the 
left is the Free Reference Library, formerly 
the Town Hall, designed by Godwin. On the 
right is the Bank of Engiand, one of the best 
examples of Cockerell’s manner. The other 
buildings range from French Gothic to 
Italian. How one admires the delicate pen- 
cillings of almost forgotten Manchester archi- 
tects, who entered into a conspiracy to defeat 
uniformity of skyline. 

But some buildings in Manchester are not 
so convincing; they are just dull in spite of 
acres of glass an rnickety detail. For 
example, the Technical College, which, de- 
spite its high purpose, is unattractive. The 
Assize Courts, on the other hand, which 
formed a preliminary essay by Alfred Water- 
house in 1869 to his ter achievements, 
has the dignity of splendid isolation. There 
can be no doubt of the fact that the later 
Victorians knew how to group windows and 
to combine diverse features under dominant 
roofs. The creed of completeness, in other 
words the study of back and front, was 
seldom neglected. He would be a churl who 
missed visiting Chetham’s Hospital. Here

are to be seen the famous cloisters, the quad- 
rangle, the dining hall, and the magnificent 
library, with its original roof. Among other 
public buildings is the Post Office, a building 
which is worthy of study. Perhaps it is not 
too much to hope that some young Manchester

architect may lay siege to its proportions with 
rod and tape and thereby reveal the secrets 
of the architect, John Williams. I must say 
the diversity of architectural taste in Man- 
chester is entertaining. There is the amus- 
ing mock-Gothic of the Independent College 
at Dalton Hall, a building reminiscent of 


Boston Stump and Fonthill. And as a student 
of architecture I claim exemption from criti- 
cism when I express some liking for the 
Victoria University. 
_ Some Manchester buildings defy analysis; 
in this category we can hes the Mi 
Hotel. Scale it has, but it pleases not; 
bles it has, but they are too small. 
urrets, cupolettes, balconies and bay win- 
dows abound in plenty. All the minute in- 
terests of Chambord and the Chateaux of the 
Loire seem to have been purioined to no 
purpose. -We pass on hurriedly to enjoy the 
simple outline of All Saints’ Church, and later 
discover the telling mass of the Church of 
the Holy Name. Apart from the chief 
centres of the city the buildings tail off inte 
the drabness and monotony characteristic of 
the ‘sixties and ‘seventies of the last century. 
The pace set by the giants could not be main- 
tained indefinitely. Stretford-road is a fine 
example of a depressing thoroughfare. Yet 
even here the odd collection of building 
materials is softened by the peculiar atmo- 
sphere of Manchester. And as an antidote 
I advise a walk in Alexandra Park, and as 
a tonic a visit to Rylands Library, which | 
regard as Champney’s masterpiece.

Domespay Boox refers to the ancieut 
foundation in the following words: ‘“ The 
Church of St. Mary and the Church of St. 
Michall hold in Mameceaster one plough- 
land, free from all burdens save Dane- 
geld."" The Church of St. Michall referred 
to was at Ashton-under-Lyne, a satellite 
town seven miles distant from Manchester, 
and the Church of St. Mary was the Saxon 
church which occupied the site .of the pre- 
sent Manchester Cathedral. There is 
preserved in the Chapter House a remark- 
able relic known as the ‘“‘ Angel Stone,” a 
stone carving with a Saxon inscription, 
which is fairly -conclusive evidence of a 
Saxon foundation, and there is little doubt 
that an important church existed on the site 
in the tenth century. From that time on- 
wards, during the Norman period, records. 
of the vicissitudes of tle church are 
obscure, as there are no relics of Norman 
work. There is evidence, however, of the 
erection of a large early English church in 
the thirteenth century, of which the chancel 
was re-built in the decorated style in the 
fourteenth century, and it is to this church 
that beiong the fragments remaining to us 
te-day in the base of the walls of the 
tower and the Lady Chapel. The outstanding

ing of a Charter to Manchester in 130], 
following upon the granting of a Charter te 
the neighbouring town of ~ Salford about 
seventy years before the Manchester Charter 
was in force. 

From the year 1422 the history of the 
church becomes clearer. In that year the 
ome church was created a collegiate church 
y Lord de la Warr, who endowed it with 
extensive Manchester lands, and gave the 
adjoining site of his manor house for a col- 
legiate residence to be built. Although 
altered in the sixtgenth century these build- 
ings still stand as the home of Chetham’s 
Hospital and Library. This endowment is 
to-day of great value, and forms the prin- 
cipal source of income of the Manchester 
church. The original endowment provided 
for a warden, eight fellows, four clerks, and 
six choristers. Successive wardens have left 
their mark on the fabric of the old church 
by various additions. The first warden, 
John Huntingdon, whose memorial is to be 
seen on the western wall of the Lady Chapel, 
built the choir and its aisles. A very fine 
brass plate to his memory lies before the 
high altar. Warden Langley (1465) built the 
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new nave, Warden Stanley, afic-». 

Bishop of Ely, the present choir in, 1aie 
Stanley also remodelled the clerestory. built 
the octagonal Chapter House. aud wag 
responsible for the most exquisite archi. 


tectural possessions of the church. 


the carved choir stalls with their Pr: 
misericords, and the screens of the choir and 


chantry chapels. 
The nine chapels lying north, cast. 


south were built during the fifteenth va 


sixteenth centuries, _and were originale 
separated from the aisles by screens. The 


removal of the latter has resulted in the 
formation of the beautiful double aisles to 
the nave. The baptistery and porches are 
modern, as also are the group of buildings to 
the south of the choir comprising the 
vestries and library. The old western tower 
ane from _the fourteenth century, was 
pulled down in 1864, and the present tower 
was erected. The original material of the 
exterigr was red sandstone. The only relic 
of this is in the Lady Chapel, the 
remainder having gradually perished and 
been replaced by more durable and smoke. 
resisting gritstone. 

Further details of the interior worthy of 
notice are the (restored) fifteenth century 
roof of the nave; the rood screen under the 
chancel arch, with its original doors of the 
same period; the eighteenth century iron 
screens in the praelee and the monument 
to Humphrey Chetham, founder of Chet- 
ham’s Hospital. Some distinguished modern 
work in restoration and addition was done 
by Mr. Basil Champneys, notably the west 
porch and the reredos.

Victorian Manchester. 

Not even the most loyal Mancunian with 
knowledge or judgment can claim that Man- 
ie hur ls eevee piunintos ae sees 

, for elementary principles of town 
planning can hardly be said to exist in the 
modern city. | Manchester Boe an 
abnormal haphazard growth of the nine- 
teenth century, It may have been a Roman 
city, it may have had a charming medieval 
nucleus in its collegiate church, now the 
Cathedral, and Chetham’s Hospital. It may 
have had churches, warehouses and houses of 
merchants of the eighteenth century, but 
there wag no organic plan laid down to co 
with the incredible rapidity with which the 
city developed during the last hundred 
years. It is not that 7 are no admirable 
buildings, or that there has been any stint 
in the outlay of money, but there has been 
no real group planning, unless one excepts 
Portland-street and Mosley-street with their 
warehouses. 

The Piccadilly site is a vast open space 
that calls out for Mr. Berry Webber’s Art 
Gallery building, the well-conceived layout 
of a class square, and some scheme of 
design in its containing buildings. The 
fussy individualism of the latter destroys the 
dignity that this immense and valuable site 
stoald possess. 

Albert-square is another open space, lavish 
in its dimensions, and dominated on une side 
by Waterhouse’s Town Hall (1877). It forms 
a fine background to the square, with the 
slender grace of the Albert Memorial (1867) 
by Thomas Worthington, giving scale to the 
Great Palace of the Municipality. Other 
wise the square has no organic scheme. 

The other great buildings of the Gothic 
Revival in the city, the Assize Courts (1864). 
and Owens College, both by Waterhouse, and 
the Police Courts (1871), by Thomas Worth. 
ington, are indiscriminately placed in back 
streets. William Deacon’s branch bank, by 
Gregan (1842), at the corner of St. Ann’s- 
square and St. Ann’s-street, is one of the 
most beautiful buildings of the town. 

The demolition of the church of St. Peter 
nrovided a welcome lesser square, a square 
well proportioned but architecturally unim- 
portant, although a certain amount of fore-

y of so great a city. It contains Sir 

Edwin Lutyens’ Cenotaph and Mr. Temple 

Moore’s Memorial Cross, while on one side 

Mr. Vincent Harris’s great circular Library 

begins to put to shame the fussiness of the 
giant Midland Hotel. 

King-street is wide, and lined with a 
variety of buildings, some of which. for 
example, Cockerell’s Bank of England (1844). 
are of notable design. Portland-street, a fine 
businesslike thoroughfare, is lined with the 
best warehouses of the nineteenth century. 
There is a group next to the Queen's Hotel, 
designed by Walters, the architect. who 
more than anyone has left his classical mark 
upon the town. 

Of the buildings of Mosley-street, Sir 
Charles Barry’s Art Gallery (1824) stands 
out as a tour de force of composition. Next 
to it, in Princess-street, is the Atheneum, 
by the same architect (1836). 

In Mosley-street, again, the Brasenose Club 
has a charming little front by Gibson. and 
farther up is the Portico Library (1806). 
On the other side is the head office of Wil- 
liam Deacon’s Bank, perhaps the best of

In Peter-street the Ee facade of the 
Free Trade Hall, by Walters (1856) and the 
notable little front of the Theatre Royal

adjoining buildings. 


Industrial Manchester. 


The notorious Manchester climate 1s 
largely responsible for the city’s position as 
the centre of the cotton trade. Hundreds of 
mills in Lancashire and on the borders of its 
neighbouring counties. are engaged in the 
spinning, weaving, printing, dyeiig, bleach 
ing, and finishing of cotton, and scores of 
warehouses in Manchester are the temporary 
repositories of finished goods which are dis- 
tributed over the whole world. 

Before the industrial revolution the 1m 
dustry was practised by families in their own 
homes, and the transport of material was 
accomplished by pack-horses, largely over 
rough roads and bridle paths. In almost 
every town and village in the district and on 
many lonely hillsides, there still remain the 
typical old three-storied houses in the attics 
of which the work was carried on, and many 
Lancashire streams are still spanned by the 
old pack-horse bridges which formed links in 
the communication with Manchester. 

As machinery and power developed, mills 
sprang up alongside these streams, and towns 
and villages grew up around the mills, so 
that from almost any Lancashire hilJ-top can 
he seen the roofs and chimneys of the typical 
many-storied spinning mill, or the charac- 
teristic sprawling weaving sheds with their 
north-lighted roofs. The cotton trade is the 
largest of Manchester’s industries, but by ne 
means the only important one. There are 
few industries which are not represented in 
the neighbourhood. 


Manchester Town Hall. 
The Town Hall combines the Lord Mayor's 


' official residence, the Council Chamber, Com- 


mittee Rooms, large hall for public meétings 
and organ recitals, and offices of the adminis- 
trative departments. The foundation-stone 


. was laid on October 26, 1868. and the formal 


opening of the building took place on Sep 
tember 13, 1877. The architect was Alfred 
Waterhouse, R.A., who also designed the 
Manchester Law Courts and the main Uni- 
versity buildings. The great hall, on the first 
floor, contains Ford Madox Brown’s famous 
mural paintings, representing scenes in the 
history «f Manchester. 

For some years the accommodation provided 
by the old building has been quite inade- 
quate, and many of the municipal depart- 
ments have been housed in other buildings. 
This congestion will be greatly relieved by 
the Town Hall extension to be associated 
with the new Central Library now being built 
from the design of Mr. Vincent Harris. 


The Manchester Royal Exchange. 


The Manchester Royal Exchange was 
founded in 1729, the first Exchange being 
built in the Market Place in that year. A 
eecond building was erected in 1809 on the 
site of the present one. This became inade 
quate in size and was extended in 1841 and 
again in 1849. Development in business and 
in the numbers of those attending soon neces- 
sitated further increase of space, and the 
third Exchange was erected between the years 
1867 and 1874. This third Exchange after 
an open architectural competition was recon- 
structed and greatly enlarged between the 
years 1914 and 1921. Messrs. Bradshaw Gass 
and Hope, FF.R.1I.B.A., of Bolton, the win- 
ners of the competition. being the architects. 
The building was opened by His Majesty 
King George V in 1921. 

The John Rylands Library. 

The building was begun in 1890 from the 
designs of Mr. Basil Champneys and was ip 
course of construction for ten years.

Chetham’s Hospital and Library. 


The histories of the Cathedral and Chet. 
ham’s Hospital and Library are closely jn. 
terwoven, and except for a short period in 
the reign of Edward VI have enjoyed a 
common life. The office of Warden to the 
Hospital is, in fact, held to-day by the sue 
cessive Deans of the Cathedral, to which 
rank the holder of the office was raised in 
1840. The college founded by Lord de la 
Warr in 1421 to accommodate the Warden 
and clergy of the’ Manchester church const: 
tuted the original foundation. The religious 
college escaped destruction during the 
reign of Henry VIII, but was dissolved by 
Edward VI in 1547. The buildings were 
confiscated and granted to the Earl of 
Derby, who for a time used it as a residence, 
The college was restored and re-endowed by 
Elizabeth and the charter renewed, but it 
suffered severely under the Commonwealth. 
being seized by Parliament in 1651, and the 
buildings had by then fallen into an unin- 
habitable state of disrepair. At this crisis in 
the history of the foundation appears the 
benevolent figure of Humphrey & etham, a 
Manchester merchant, who negotiated for 
the purchase of the buildings to found the 
present Hospital and Library. 

The original buildings of Thomas de le 
Warr’s college have, of course, been altered 
twice, first by the Earl of Derby in the 
sixteenth century, and again by Humphrey 
Chetham, but much of the early fifteenth 
century work remains. The most interesting 
features are the cloistered quadrangle. 
around which were grouped originally the 
clergy rooms, and on the ground floor the 
Great Hal] with its screens, ingle and musi 
cians’ gallery, tke adjoining pantry and 
buttery, and the Feoffee’s room with its fine 
veiling.

THE CONFERENCE TOURS. 


Opportunity to see the very beautiful 
country which lies around Manchester will 
be afforded by the tours which have been 
arranged for to-day (Friday). Tour No. 1 
is designed to show typical Cheshire country, 
with its characteristic architecture. Via 
Cheadle, Wilmslow, and Alderley Edge. 
Nether Alderley is reached—a typical 
Cheshire village. In earlier times, local red 
sandstone was used for the churches, and 
contemporary secular buildings were of half- 
timber, built in the ‘‘ Magpie” tradition, 
although occasionally the use of the materials 
was reversed. The roofs were covered with 
stone flags from the near by hills. The later 
buildings were of brick. The church at 
Nether Alderley is of a type common here- 
about, and very similar to those at Cheadle 
and Mobberley, a few miles away. 

The church at Gawsworth is a gem in @ 
beautiful setting. This little church, built on 
a slight eminence. an old rectory, and two 
halls of mediaeval half-timber and mellow 
Georgian brick, with their smooth lawns and 
shady pools, comprise almost the whole of the 
village and make one of the most lovely 
groups imaginable. The old hall was the home 
of the Fittons, and was possibly the birt) 
nlace of Shakespeare’s “‘ Dark Lady of the 
Sonnets.”” The rectory has also been muci 
altered, but still retains the orignal great hall, 
extending the full height of the house, w't" 
open timber roof. The church has no work of 
an earlier date than the fifteenth century. It 
is recorded that the chancel was built be 
tween 1497 and 1535. The road then leads 
through the market town of Congleton '” 
Astburv. two miles beyond. Here again '* * 
delightful group—a fine church (dating '" 
part to 1250), a few houses and a Georgian 
rectory. A subtle refinement in the ) oe

from where, after tea, a direct route is taken 
back to Manchester. 


The route of Towr No. 2 passes through 
the outskirts of Manchester and through 
Stockport, climbs up to the moors 
through Whaley Bridge to Buxton, situated 
high among the hills of the Peak district. 
Several r met here in Roman times, when 
the place was known as Aqua. Near the 
mineral springs is the Crescent, a fine 
Renaissance building, semi-circular on plan, 
by Carr, of York. From Buxion by dale 
and moor to Bakewell, passing through 
Miller's Dale and Tideswell Dale to the 
quiet town of Tideswell, very much of a back- 
water nowadays, but a market town since 
1250. Here is a glorious decorated church, 
eraciform in shape, with fime square-headed 
tracery windows to its chancel. Stoney 
Middleton, Eyam, and Baslow, beside the 
River Derwent, are on the route. Baslow is 
a pretty village in a delightful situation. 
There is a fine old bridge over the river, and 
the church, which is largely restored, has a 
spire of a type not uncommon in these parts. 
After lunch at Bakewell, Haddon Hall, the 
main object of the visit, is arrived at. Two 
miles from Bakewell, on the high bank over- 
looking the River Wye, in its present form 
it was built between the fourteenth and 


seventeenth centuries by the Vernon family, - 


one of whom, Sir George Vernon, was known 
during the first half of the sixteenth cen- 
tury as the “King of the Peak.” His 
daughter, the famous Dorothy Vernon, mar- 
tied John Manners, and the Hal! subse- 
quently passed into his family and became the 
seat of the Earl of Rutland. The chapel is 
of several periods, and has some Norman 
work, including the font. The long gallery. 
measuring 110 ft. by 17 ft., has oak-panelled 
walls of great richness and beautiful colour, 
and an enriched plaster ceiling with a geo- 
metrical pattern, showing a greater refine- 
ment than much work of the period. The 
terraced gardens are a fitting complement to 
the house. The return journey leads through 
Youlgreave, whose church has a fine tower and 
a Morris, Burne-Jones window, through Long- 
hor (here is entered Staffordshire), and up 
on to the high ground. At the junction of 
three counties lies the village of Flash, from 
which was derived the term “ flash coin- 
age.’’ Counterfeiters once used this district 
for their operations, as they could easily slip 
over the border into another county when 
pursued by the constabulary. So back to 
Manchester, leaving the lonely “Cat and 
Fiddle’ inn high on the moors. 

The destination of Tour No. 3 is close to 
that of Tour No. 2, but the route is different. 
From Manchester the route goes south to 
Altrincham, along the Roman Watling-street 
to Knutsford and Gawsworth, and from thence 
the route lies through Macclesfield and 
Buxton, where a stop is made for lunch. An 
Interesting feature of the local Derbyshire 
building vis the alternation of limestone and 
sandstone as walling material. One village 
may be built almost wholly of limestone. 
another, only a few miles away, entirely of 
Sandstone, while between them may be 4 
Villace whose houses have sandstone quoins 
and iressings, with a filling of limestone 
Tubbic. One such village is Taddington. 
whic! hes delightful little church of = 

rate perpendicular periods. e 
toai winds down Taddington Pass, through 
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pga beside the River Wye inte Ash- 
- From Ashford the road runs through 
several miles of parkland, with fine trees, to 
Baslow, beside the River Derwent. at the 
gates of Chatsworth Park An earlier 
house occupied the site, but this was 
cleared to make room for the present butld- 
mg. Mary Queen of Scots was here during 
many years of her imprisonment, and Queen 
Mary's Bower. in the park, is almost the 
only remaining part of the older buildings. 
The new mansion was designed by William 
Tadman, and erected between 1687 and 1706. 
Wren “inspected” it during its construc- 
tion. In 1820, Sir Jeffrey Wyatville built 
the north extension, and at about the same 
tmme Sir Joseph Paxton, of Crystal Palace 
fame, designed the conservatories and the 
lily house, and laid out all the gardens, of 
which there are more than 100 acres. Many 
of the most famous contemporary artists were 
engaged on the decorations of the house. Sir 
James Thornhill painted some of the ceilings 
and the domework of the Great Stairs is the 
work of Tijou. The return journey lies 
through Bakewell, Hassop and Calver, and 
thence through Middleton Dale, Tideswell, 
Buxton (where tea will be taken), to Man- 
chester. 

Tour No. 4 is to Liverpool, and gives an 
excellent opportunity to imspect the city’s 
many famous buildings, both old and new. 

Tour No. 5 is of industrial Lancashire, 
Bolton being the centre of operations. An 
industrial town with over 177,000 inhabitants, 
it is the centre of the fine cotton spinning 
trade. It was the home of Samuel Crompton, 
the inventor of the spinning mule. The 
works where the various processes of cotton 
manufacture are carried on will be seen 
under normal working conditions. Among 
the buildings visited will be Bradshaw Hall, 
dated from 1542; Hall i’ th’ Wood, an in- 
teresting fifteenth century building, and now 
a folk museum, where Crompton invented the 
spinning mule; Smithills Hall; and Messrs. 
Bradshaw Gass and Hope’s Bolten Town 
Hall and the new civie centre in building. 
For the delectation of members of this tour 
a Lancashire hot-pot lunch, with apple pie. 
Laneashire cheese and beer, will be provided 
at the Swan Hotel, Bolton, an _ hosteiry 


opposite which James, the seventh Earl of - 


Derby, was beheaded in 1651. 

Tour No. 6 covers a visit to the Port of 
Manchester, where a boat will take visitors 
around the docks and some distance along 
the canal. After lunch, the party will visit 
Messrs. Pilkington’s tile and pottery works 
at Clifton. The Manchester Ship Canal 
connects the cities of Manchester and Salford 
with the Mersey estuary. It follows the 
valley of the River Mersey, and is some 
thirty-five miles long. Constructed between 
1888 and 1894, it is capable of bringing 
ocean-going steamers into the heart of Man- 
chester, and the annual value of its traffic 
is about a hundred million pounds. At 
Messrs. Pilkington’s tile and pottery works 
can be seen the manufacture of glazed 
tiles, with every modern aid to production in 
large quantities, side by side with the 
making of Royal Lancastrian pottery, thrown 
upon the ancient potter's wheel and coloured 
by hand. 

All tours are scheduled for return to Man- 
chester in easy time for the Conference Ban- 
auet, which will be held at the Midland 
Hotel at 7.15 p.m. (for 7.30 p.m.). Guests 
will be received by Sir Raymond Unwin, 
P.R.LB.A., and the President of the Man- 
chester Society of Architects.

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MANCHESTER MUNICIPAL 
SCHOOL OF 


ARCHITECTURE 


Tux School of Architecture at the Muni- 
etpal Seheol of Art, Manchester, is one of 
the older centres of architectural training. 
Having its beginnings im the remote period 
when imstitutional traiming for architects was 
im its infamey, it kept pace loyally with the 
succession of developments of the R.I.B A. 
as wepresen.ed im the Inmstitute’s syllabus of 
qualifications for membership. It has boasted 
such professors as Hugh Starnus and H. 
Capper, and it has turned out a succession 
of eminent architects. Its recent head, Mr. 
J. Lindsey Grant, A.R.I.B.A., carried on the 
lates. advances in the scheme to a high pitch, 
and on his retirement a very able temporary 
successor was found in Mr. H. A. Johnsen, 
A.R.LB.A.. who had had many years of 
practical experience as am architect. 

This Municipal School has the advanti 
of possessing a set of studios specially built 
for Its purpose; it iS organised m comjunc- 
tion wiih the School of Art and the School 
of Trade Crafts, so that its students are in 
contact with the various fine and industrial 
arts, and the trades and crafis circulating 
about the arts of building, such, for instance, 
as plastering, painting and decorating, and 
carving. This contact of the arts im the one 
institution is a healthy arrangement, as not 
only have architects the opportunity of ex- 
tended study of creative arts and crafts, buat 
they are in sympathetic tewch with students 
who im later hfe will be the architects’ co- 
workers. 


Further, the school works in affiliation with 
the Manchester Municipal College of Tech- 
nology, whose laboratories, equipment and 
lectures on the side of buikding science in its 
widest range are fully made use of. Not only 
do the young architects attend at the College 
of Technology as part of their combined 
course, but the head of the Building . 
ment, Mr. W. B. McKay, M.I.Struct.E., 
M.R.San.I., and suitable assistants, aiten 
at the School of Architecture toe assist in 
projects involving the intimate relations of 
construction and design. 

The school aims at the prevision of a very 
complete course in preparation for the. Insti- 
tutes examinations—Intermediate and Final— 
and very good results have been obtained. The 
course can be taken asa full-time course by 
these whe have not already entered an archi- 
tect’s office. It is also open im an extended 
form as a part-time course in day classes or 
evening classes or In a combination of day 
and evening attendance. In this way practi- 
cal training is combined with school taining, 
and it is found that this method is an ex- 
cellent one. It bids fair to be the recognised 
method of the future, because under such a 
scheme the young architect allowed out from 
his office on certain days profits from his 
knowledge of office practice and at the same 
time has all the advantages of modern school 
training. Further, he is placed in his office, 
and there is not the uncertainty of finding 
an opening as at the close of a full-time 
school course. Then, too, his line of speciali- 
sation is found by his office, and school work 
can gradually shape itself towards his best 
interests. Under a municipal scheme the 
student has all the advantages of State- and 
rate-aided education affecting fees, free 
places, allowances and scholarships. 


Being in contact with the School of Art, 
the School of Architecture receives for train- 
ing groups of students of other branches, re- 
quiring some knowledge of architecture, and 
the head of the Architecture School keeps in 
touch with trade crafts by giving some super- 
vision and by supplying appropriate drawings 
to be carried out. ae

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PROTECTION: OF 
ANCIENT BUILDINGS 


Tue annual meeting of the Society for the 
Protection of Ancient Buildings was held at 
+ descarga Hyco afternoon, Sir foes 
Harcourt ith presiding over a e 
number of members. 

The Chairman, in proposing the acceptance 
of the annual : referred to the severe 
loss the Society suffered by the death of 

Lethaby and Mr. J. F. Green. That 
loss was in some measure atoned for by the 
the first time in the Society's 
nominated officers. Lord Esher 
had “ag a to aatige: Rng of the 
Society; Mr, Humphrey been ap- 

ited Vies-Chairman, and Mr. Minton 
aylor had been chosen for the office of 
Lon ap alpen Mr, Thackeray Turner 
been asked to join with Lord Ferrers 
as Homerary Secretary. He had been glad 
to notice from the report, continued the 
eee the very close association between 
the 8.P.A.B. and the National Trust and the 
Society for the Preservation of Churches. It 
was a great thing that co-ordination should 
be secured of the work of the great public 
associations, for there never was a time when 
we should guard more carefully our ancient 
buildings. 

The rt was adopted. 

Dr. GG. Coulton (Litt.D.Camb.) then read 
an address on ‘‘ Vandalism and Decay.’ It 
was a singular thing that the broken or in- 
complete object was more beautiful in 
itself than a similar object complete and new. 
Mechlin Cathedral, with no more than the 
rudimentary se augomad of a spire, was to many 
people decidedly more impressive than_ the 
similar completed spire at Antwerp. Some 
might feel the same even of St. Jacques, at 
Antwerp, though there not even the tower 
had been completed. Again, it was possible 
to feel that Liverpool Cathedral was more 
beautiful now than it ever would be in future, 
and that Beauvais was fortunately incom- 
plete. Another point, quite separable from 
picturesqueness and yet equally important to 
a cultured mind, was the inspiration of a 
scene’s associations, apart from the direct im- 
pression it made on the eye. That, perhaps, 
was the field of fiercest conflict between the 
antiquary and those whom he characterised 
as vandals. Of course, the most intolerant 
antiquary might be very young, and an im- 
penitent vandal very old. But the antiquary 
was passionately in love with age, and the 
vandal with youth. Antiquarianism was 
mainly a modern feeling, and he need hardly 
remind them of Bacon’s thesis that the mod- 
erns were the real ancients; that the Greeks 
and Romans, in experience, were children 
compared with us. There was no such whole- 
hearted vandal as an intelligent child, and 
the Middle Ages—to go back only six or 
seven hundred years—were resolute and un- 
reflecting in what we should call vandalism. 
‘We found thirteenth-century church walls 
built to a great extent out of earlier tomb- 
stones or from the fragments of Norman 
arcading. Whole ps of lancets, or of 
earlier round-h windows, were broken 
up for the sake of one t opening with 

rpendicular tracery. Medieval vandalism, 
hess one very real point of view, was simply 
the outcome of exuberant vitality in mediaeval 
artistic life. 

How were we to keep a golden mean 
between crabbed and careless youth? In 
one sense, we panes not. No man could jump 
away from his own shadow, as Carlyle put it, 
and it seemed inevitable that, in » men 
would point with Pharisaical scorn at some 
of the idols we were worshipping at the pre- 
sent moment, whether those idols were old 
or new, But in one direction he did think, 
said the lecturer, that safety was to be found : 
we should guide ourselves by what he would 
call rather positive than negative taste.

[We believe that in a paper presented be-~ 
fore the American Chemical Society last 
March, Dr. Gerald J. Cox and Dr. John 
Metschl (of.the Mellon Institute of Industrial 
Research) discussed their investigations on the 
value of cane sugar in strengthening sand-lime 
mortar. The authors have ascertained that 
mortar containing sugar equal to 6 per cent, 
of the quick-lime content has a tensile 
strength 60 per cent. greater than that of 
mortar containing no sugar. The method of 
mixing the sugar with the mortar is to dis- 
solve the sugar in part of the gauging water ; 
the sugar must not be mixed with the lime 
before slaking. The proportion recommended 
is 5 lb. or 6 Ib. of sugar to 100 Ib. of lime. See,

The Subsidy.

- Building Mortgages. 


Mr. H. Kerr asked the Minister of Health 
whether he would consider introducing legis- 
lation to give Government support to mort- 
gages on houses built by housing societies in 
order to give a stimulus to construction and 
provide the type of cheap house which is 
especially needed. 

Sir E. Hilton Young said he was afraid 
he could not undertake to consider housing 
legislation at the present time, He might 
inform his hon, friend that 130,903 houses 
were erected without State assistance in the 
last financial year, this being the greatest 
number in any year since the war. 


Slum Clearance in Scotland. 


Mr. Skelton informed Lord Scone that on 
February 29, the latest date for which figures 
were available, 71 local authorities were 
proceeding under the provisions of the Hous- 
ing (Scotland) Act, 1930, with rehousing 
pes for the accommodation of persons 
who would be displaced from houses to be 
demolished or closed. The total number of 
houses for which tenders had been approved 
under these schemes was 6,561, of which 757 
had been completed and 5,804 were under 
construction or about to be commenced. In 
addition, 1,106 houses were under construc:

The Use of Sugar in Mortar and Concrete. 

An Imperial trade association desired in- 
formation on the possibility of using sugar 
or molasses as an admixture to cement mor- 
tars and concretes. 

Reply.—In view of the proved deleterious 
effect of sugar on Portland cement concrete,we 
consider it to be definitely dangerous to recom- 
mend the use of it in any constructional work 
under modern conditions, even under the most 
careful supervision. It is not impossible that 
angar might have a similarly disastrous effect 
on hydraulic lime mortar. The use of sugar 
in lime mortar is a very old practice. In 
Building Research Special Report No. 9, 
“ Lime and Lime Mortars,”’ H.M. Stationery 
Office, 1927, on p. 7, attention is drawn to the 
traditional use of sugar (jaghary) in India for 
this purpose, and the peptising action of sugar 
has Siar been utilised in the preparation of 
lime washes. 

There are instances where sugar has been 
used in lime mortars in the United States ot 
America, but the limes used there are almost 
exclusively “‘ fat’ high calcium or high mag- 
nesium limes, with no appreciable strength of 
their own, or hydraulic set. Any useful 
strength attained by a mortar made with such 
limes, apart from merely drying out, must be 
due to carbonation. Strength tests made 
without due reference to this factor are, 
therefore, meaningless. It is just possible 
that the sugar, by forming a calcium 
saccharate solution in water, may in some 
way accelerate the rate of carbonation under 
some ial conditions; but these conditions 
have not been defined, and we have no experi- 
mental evidence that this occurs at all. In 
the same way, it might happen that the im- 
proved workability of a lime as a result of 
the peptising action referred to above would 
give rather better work under otherwise 
identical circumstances, but this again is a 
mere surmise. 

It is likely that the chief point in using 
sugar in a lime mortar in our climate is that 
of frost resistance, since the freezing point of 
the gauging water would be slightly lower; 
this might just provide the necessary pro- 
tection against a disastrous freezing and ex- 
pansion in a critical case. 


Suitability of Concrete for Construction of 
Underground Hot-Water Tanks. 

An architect wished for advice on the com- 
position of concrete to be used in the con- 
struction of an und und hot-water tank. 
The water would gradually reach a tempera- 
ture of about 1 deg. F.; it would be 
treated with sodium carbonate and be alkaline

Reply.—Various failures of such tanks have 
been investigated, and as a result of this 
work it is concluded that, under ordina 
cireumstances, the concrete is bound to cr 
as a result of the stresses induced by the 
combination of tem ure and moisture 
adients th the . wall of the tank. 
Shocking of this kind may be distributed into 
a system of fine orackn by the incorporation 
-of a. mesh reinforcement near the outer sur- 
face.

Taking these factors into consideration, it 
seems desirable to employ some material other 
than conerete in the construction of the 
galvanised iron is exposed to water 
of abnormally high alkalinity, such as is the 
case here, the zie coating is likely to be 
omg attacked at normal temperatures 
and its destruction would be rapid at 
180 deg. F. 

An ordinary good quality cast iron would 
probably give satisfactory service, although 
the water may possibly be contaminated with 
small amounts of iron. If this is to be 
avoided ial types of cast-iron are avail- 
able, such as ‘* Tantiron.’’ Special metals 
such as stainless steel or nickel alloys of the 
Monel metal type would probably be the most 
satisfactory, but would obviously be costly. 


Plaster for Mural Painting. 

An architect wished to know the best 
plaster to use as a base for important mural 
paintings and the treatment which should be 
given it before the artist commenced his 
work. 

Reply.—The effects of building materials 
on paint films have been discussed in Building 
Research Bulletin No. 11, H.M. Stationery 
Office, 1931, wherein the principal causes of 
the deterioration of paimt on plaster are set 
forth and an indication is given of the pre- 
cautions that should be taken to avoid failure. 
For work of this kind, where the cost of the 
painting is out of all proportion to that of the 
base on which the paint is applied, we should 
consider that expenditure in obtaining a 


‘plaster finish quite above reproach is well — 


justified. The principal agent giving rise to 
paint failures is moisture. Even in the 
absence of constituents liable to lead to 
chemical failure, moisture alone is sufficient to 
cause peeling and blistering of the paint film. 

It is possible to minimise the danger of 
failure due to moisture by allowing ample 
time for drying before applying the paint. 
In the case of massive walls, however, it may 
be necessary to think in terms of a period 
of a year or so, especially if by chance a 
season of bad weather coincides with the job. 
There is also the risk of moisture penetration 
from the exterior. If the walls in question 
are cavity walls, entirely satisfactory from 
the point of view of the possibility of damp 
penetration, it would be quite reasonable to 
plaster direct on the brickwork; the amount 
of moisture to be removed from the thin inner 
leaf of a cavity wall will obviously be small. 
With a solid wall, however, it would be 
preferable to plaster on some form of lathing 
secured away from the face of the wall in 
such a manner as to be-out of capillary 
contact with the brickwork. 

For the see it would again be desirable 
to ensure that materials and workmanship are 
of the best, even at some additional expense. 
We would suggest a fat plastering lime, run 
to putty and stored for a minimum of one 
month. This should be ganged with a good 
hemihydrate plaster. The proportions of lime 
and plaster may vary within quite large 
limits according to the views of a really 
skilled operative; we would suggest that 
equal volumes might be satisfactory. The 
sand must be clean and well graded from 
coarse to fine; the use of sands of uniform 
particle size, and particularly of very fine 
sands, is to be avoided. The proportions of 
sand to lime-plaster mixtiire should not ex- 
ceed 2 parts of sand to 1 part of mixture 
by volume. For the finishing coat plaster of 
Paris may be substituted’ for the hemihy- 
drate if it is desired. The same proportions 
should be used as for the undercoats, and the 
gauged plaster may be used neat in the ordi- 
nary way. 


Corrosion of Different Metals in Juxtaposition. 

An architect wished to know whether any 
chemical action is likely to result from the 
discharge of water from a copper roof inte 
jead or iron rainwater pipes. 

Reply.—The discharge of water from one 
metal to another is unlikely to lead to accele- 
rated corrosion. If iron rainwater pipes are 
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used, actual contact between the two metals 
ney a in abnormal corrosion 

ad it would be desirable to ensure that elec” 
trical contact between the iron and the 
copper is broken by a layer of material such 
as bituminous felt. 


Repairs to Cracked Asphalt Roof Fiat. 

The proprietor of a shop reported that a 
asphalted flat, supported on a Amber joist 
and boarded roof, periodically developed 
cracks, which let the water t rough. The 
cracking appeared to be due to movements 
of the supporting structure, and was recur. 
rent; attempts to fill the cracks had not been 
successful. The inquirer wished for advice 
on some treatment by which the cracks could 
be repaired on the surface as they developed. 
The structure was a temporary one, and the 
expense of complete renewal could not be 
sg POMBE 

eply.—it was suggested that the cracks 
should be covered i a elastic membrane 
capable of conforming to further movements 
of the asphalt. The following procedure was 
indicated :— 

(1) Acoating of hot bitumen to be applied by 
brush covering an area 8 in. or 9 in. on eithe: 
side of the cracks to be repaired. 

(2) A strip of strong, fine-meshed canvas 
should be immediately pressed firmly down 
over the crack, overlapping the crack by 5 in. 
or 6 in. on either side. ‘ 

(3) A second coat of hot bitumen should be 
applied over the whole area as in (1) above. 

(4) Whilst still hot the surface of the patch 
should be “ blinded *’ with clean fine sand. 

A suitable grade of bitumen would tbe 
Mexphalte, Grade E; occasional attention sucii 
as gentle warming with a blow-lamp and, pos. 
sibly, further coatings of bitumen would serve 
to keep the patches in a good state of repair. 
It was subsequently learned that this treat- 
ment had been found to be satisfactory.

Mr. Tuomas Barron, President of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, in the course of his presidential! 
address to the fifteenth annual conference at 
Bournemouth (June 14 to 17), said it was 
remarkable how soon the economy propaganda 
caused an enormous increase in the numbe: 
of unemployed, for the figure of 163,626 in 
September last increased to 231,997 for the 
month ended April 25 this year—an addition 
of 68,3571 in the building industry. Whilst 
this was serious enough from their point of 
view, a further examination would show the 
position to be even worse, for the number 
of unemployed in the building and _ allied 
industries was now 386,444. It was not his 
intention to dwell upon the action they took 
in an attempt to ameliorate the conditions 
produced by the paralysis which had 
descended upon the industry, but they re 
mained anxious to see that everything was 
done to relieve the misfortunes of those en 
gaged in the great building industry. 

They were a great, vital and 
sary industry, despite the too generally 
accepted idea that only such industries were 
important whose products could be sold ove’ 
seas. They claimed that the industry whic! 
ministered to the equipment of all unde) 
takings, to the necessities of all the pvople 
and to the intellectual and social uplift 0! 
the nation, was a vital industry, and should 
be treated as such. They found, howeve'. 
that steps were taken by means of admini- 
trative action on the part of the Government 
and the local authorities to choke ever) 
avenue through which the industry mig)’ 
and ought to be profitably employed. Ve 
had thousands of children doomed to lifelon- 
suffering because they were compelled ‘o 
attend schools which for years had been co: 
demned as foul places propagating pg! kin: 
of disease. The present r of Healt’

. who were only a section of indus- 
try, although a most important one, could 
not free themselves from res onsibility in 
those matters; in fact, the building industry 
pecause of its social implications, was one 
that might be so planned and developed, even 
in its present settin , that its ultimate trans- 
fer from a rotten concern to a great 
communal instrument of service, could be 
asily and smoothly attained. Even under 

t conditions: they must try to develop 
aad perfect the Industry to such a pitch that 
it would fill an honourable place in the new 
yorld. They ought to accept all the aids 
that science, research and invention could 
bring, and utilise them for the benefit of 
the people. They should co-operate in general 
matters with all sections within and ancillary 
to the industry, always keeping in view their 
great objective, and in that way contribut- 
ing their share to the general planning. 

The most immediate and most urgent 
for the Federation and its members 
was that of unemployment. Under the exist- 
ing governmental administration such restric- 
tions had been imposed and were likely to con- 
time that any expansion of the industry was 
impossible, and they might have to carry a 
permanently redundant personnel of 200,000 
to 250,000. Under those conditions they had 
appealed to the employers to agree to an 
arrangement under which a voluntary reduc- 
tion of working hours might be put into opera- 
tion. They would also appeal to members to 
facilitate such a reduction even though it 
was realised that it would involve a decrease 
in the weekly wage, for such an arrangement 
would, at least, give expression to equality of 
sacrifice on the part of the workers in the 
building industry. That was, of course, only 
a temporary method of alleviating the present 
distress. They must work for a more scientific 
and a more practical method. It was generally 
recognised that production had far outstripped 
consumption, as modern methods of rationali- 
sation and mechanisation had unfortunately 
rendered redundant the services of large num- 
bers of people. The difficulty was to find 
scope or opportunity for the employment of 
such persons. It certainly did not appear de- 
sirable, even were it possible, to make work 
merely for its own sake, and so the only other 
way in which such a difficulty might be met 
would be to reduce the working hours of those 
in work, thus widening the field of employ- 
ment. It was not that there was insufficient 
production, but that there was an insufficient 
mimber of people engaged upon it, and the 
disparity, therefore, between those two fea- 
tures of the present economic order could only 
be adequately and sanely dealt with by bring- 
ing the necessary labour to be performed and 
the services available for its performance into 
better relation than was now evident. It 
would be interesting to learn in what way, 
other than that of a reduction of working 
hours, this particular difficulty could. be dealt 
with. Our industrial ills could not be cured 
by the orthodox method of working longet 
(“harder ’’ was the. word fatuously used by 
the alleged experts), for that but aggravated 
the trouble. :

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FREDERICK LIONEL DOVE, D.L. 


Tue entire building industry will have heard 
with sorrow and regret of the sudden death, 
on Saturday last, of Mr. Frederick Lionel 
Dove, at his home at Monken Hadley. 

Mr. Dove was born in 1855 in Islington. 
He was educated in the Borough, and after 
serving his apprenticeship with a local firm 
of builders, joined the firm of Dove Bros. 
which had been established in 1811 by his 
grandfather. Throughout his long associa- 
tion with the building trade, he trove to 
improve conditions in the industry, both by 
the example set in his own firm and by the 
considerable personal influence which he 
brought to bear in the many public positions 
he held. 

Frederick Dove was a recognised outhority 
on church architecture, and his firm carried 
out much restoration work, both in London 
and the Home Counties. His firm was con- 
cerned with the first portion of the restora- 
tion work at St. Paul’s. St. Bartholomew’s, 
Smithfield, St. Mary-le-Bow, and St. Martin’s- 
in-the-Fields were other churches with whose 
repair he was concerned. 

He was President of the National Federa- 
tion of Building Trades’ Employers in 1919- 
20, having previously occupied the presi- 
dential chair of the Institute of Builders (in 
1906-7) and the London Master Builders’ 
Association (1907-8). His interest in the wel- 
fare of the industry took the practical form 
of acting. as Governor and Trustee of the 
Provident Institution of Builders’ Foremen 
and Clerks of Works, and as Vice-President 
and Trustee of the Builders’ Clerks’ Bene- 
volent Institution. He was also chairman of 
the Builders’ Accident Insurance Company. 

Mr. Dove’s interests extended far into pub- 
lic life. He was elected to the Old Islington 
Vestry in 1896, and later to the ‘slington 
Borough Council when first constituted. That 
was in 1900, and he served thereon until 
1906. In March, 1907, he headed the poll 
at the L.C.C. election in North Islington, and 
he had represented that constituency ever 
since, He was vice-chairman of the L.C.C. 
in 1928-29, and he had been chairman of 
several committees, including the Fire 
Brigade, the Establishment and the Works’ 
Committees. He was largely responsible for 
bringing about the alteration of the Council’s 
practice of executing its own building works. 

In recent years Mr. Dove served as a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Committee of thé 


. 


L.C.C. which, under Sir Robert Tasker, is 





considering the amendment of the London 
Building Act. Many distinctions came his 
way. He was a Deputy Lieutenant of the 
County of London; a Past-Master of the 
Worshipful Company of Leathersellers; a 
Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries, and an 
officer of the Order of St. John of Jerusalem. 

Mr. Dove leaves a widow and six 
daughters and three sons. The two younger 
sons, Mr. W. W. Dove ee is on the Coun- 
cil of the Institute of Builders and the 
L.M.B.A.) and Mr; A. N. Dove are carrying 
on the business. 

Professor A. E. Richardson writes :— 

“Mr. Dove belonged to the old school of 
builders in that he was not only a builder 
but an antiquary of exceptional merit. _ His 
passion was the study of old buildings, and 
his career as a builder fortunately brought 
him some important works in London and 
the country. His advice on the subject of 
the repair of ancient buildings was invalu- 
able; many architects will su this state- 
ment. Not only in old buildings but in the 
construction of modern buildings also was 
the work of Mr. Dove and his firm renowned. 
The Wesleyan Hall, Westminster; extensions 
to University College; Australia House; the 
new College Hall of the University of Lon- 
don, Malet-street; such were but a few of 
the works carried out by the firm during his 
time. For many years Mr. Dove was en- 
gaged upon the repair of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, and ‘amongst the other London churches 
on which he werked were. St, Bartholomew’s, 
Smithfield; St. Mary-le-Bow; St, Martan’s- 
in-the-Fields.; and St. soap de of yee 

‘Coming from a long line of men ef 
in the building industry (Mr. Doves tetber 
was engaged on the building of the Great 
Exhibition of 1851), Mr. Dove inherited the 
craftsmanship on which is based the firm’s 
reputation. It can be said of Mr. Dove that 
he combined a true understanding of archi- 
tecture with technical skill of a very high 
order. For many years he lived in an old 
Georgian house at Hadley which he repaired 
and embellished with his own hands. Those 
who knew him learned to love and respect 
his methods of conducting his business. He 
not only recreated a spirit of co-operation 
among his men, but he has bequeathed a 
great business to his sons, whom he trained 
to follow in his ag 2 Both the architectural 
profession and the building trades have lost 
one who stood for integrity and skill.”

entitled ‘‘ Determination of the Moisture 
Content of Timber.’’ This ity ex 
the amount of moisture Ryness A of weed wood 
as a percentage of the weight of dry wood 
in the sample. A knowledge of it is the 
only reliable way of telling whether wood is 
suitably seasoned for a particular purpose. 
The report shows clearly that determinations 
of the moisture content of samples of timber 
— be — vee quickly and easily. No 
costly or complicated apparatus is -oageonl 
the essentials being a cheap balance for weigh- 
ing the samples and an oven for drying them. 
Detailed plans are given of two simple types 
of oven which could be made in any work- 
shop. Full instructions as to how and where 
to take samples from timber, and of the best 
method of weighing and drying are also 
given. Factors which affect the accuracy of 
the determinations in any way are dealt 
with, and an entirely different method for 
use with very resinous wood is described. 
The Forest Products Research Laboratory is 
strongly advising a wider use of moisture 
content as a guide to the suitability of wood 
for a particular purpose, especially in con- 
nection with timber specifications which should 
state the actual content required. Once 
the simplicity and cheapness of this method 
compared with unreliable ‘‘ rule of thumb ” 
methods is appreciated, it is expected that 
the practice will extend greatly. ‘Timber 
merchants and dealers will find that the in- 
formation given in the report is of consider- 
able commercial value to them.

Battle Abbey. 

For several months past work has been 
taking place in the restoration of Battle 
Abbey. re caused by the fire of last 
year have made this necessary. The work is 
proving very intricate, and it will be many 
months before it is complete. The fire caused 
the destruction of the famous Abbot’s Hall, 
and in its place a new hall is to be provided. 
In the western wall, the architect, Sir Harold 
Brakspear, F.R.L.B.A., has designed windows 
of an earlier style than those in the old hall. 
Plaster is being stripped from the wall, and 
the original stone is being faced. The lower 
part of the stone walls is again to be panelled ; 
and the roof, which is now being constructed, 
contains beams of. British oak. It has been 
decided to instal a gallery in the hall. The 
work of :estoration is revealing many of the 
original features of the Abbey, for among the 
discoveries are ancient windows, stone stair- 
ways, and little bricked-up porches. An east 
window and part of a reredos discloses the 
fact that one small room, apparently of no 
particular importance, was once a chapel. The 
work, which is entirely of Bath stone, is 
being carried out by Messrs. Downing and 
Rudman, of Chippenham, Wiltshire, and the 
clerk of works is Mr. F, Jones, also of Chip- 


penham.
